READY FOR THE GRAVE. 

The body was dressed and put into 
the casket shortly after noon and then 
removed downstairs to the front parlor, 
where it will remain until to-morrow, 
when it will Le taken to the courthouse 
to lie in state. At present it is exposed 
to view through the heavy plate-giess 
covering, and on the sides are elaborate 
Boral igns.

Here wo have 
a commercial center and a city of more 
than thirty, thousand population. We 
have the lines of trade established, and 
ali the means of distribution by rail 
and water. Onur merchants are doing 
the heavy business of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and they are bound to keep it. 

The single prediction of the Tixrs 
about the extension of the Atiantic and 
Pacific to this city having provon true, 
let us venture upon another. It is this: 
Los Angeles ia going to be the principal 
Pacific Coast terminus of this Atlantic 
and Pacific line. its main trains will 
run here aod a **bob-tail’’ or local train 
will be sent down the road to San 
Diego. More than this, San Diego is 
not likely to enjoy competitive rates 
with Los Angeles.

More About that Wonderfal 
Aerial Pueblo, 


The Wonderful Stone Ladder—The Acoma 
Water Works -The Governor’s Razor

I sat down on the roof and talked 
awhile with the candy-struck old man 
and the girle—that is, we'll call it 
‘“talked.’’ The Acoma women are 
mostly home-stayefs, and don't sabe 
Mericano asthe men do; but they are 
all versed in the lingua franca—the 
langu ge of signs. It would put a deaf 
mute asylum to the blush to see how 
rea ‘ily an Indian—any Indian—handles 
the world's one common dialect. Well, 
we conversed, anyhow, if onr talk 
wasn't fluent. It was an interesting 
group up there on the roof, with big, 
tam*, sacred eagles tethered about. 
There was the old man, a woman as old 
as be and infinitely more wrinkled, two 
or three matrons and five or six girls.

There is, by the way, 
another drinking reservoir on 
seventy-acre summit, besides several 
smaller peols, along whose brinks the 
women kneel to scrub out their weekly

Some catch 
the doomed hair between their nails, 
and drag it from the bosom of its 
family; others get a better purchase by 
laying a knife—biade or a shell up to 
their thumbs; and a few use tweezers. 
The Governor had made a boss pair by 
half splitting and flattening the brass 
hell of a 45-60 Winchester cartridge 
I was so mach stuck on it that we 
effected a dicker.

as many from Laguna. Several huan- 
dred dollars were up on the race, and 
much loud talking accompanied the 
preliminaries. en the runnérs and 
the judges w down to the plain, 
while everyone else gathered on the 
edge of the cliff. At the signal the 
tweive athletes, clad only in gee-strings, 
started off like deer. Each side had a 
stick about the size of a pencil; and as 
they ran they had to kick this along in 
front of them, never touching it with 
the fingers. The course was around the 
mesas and sand bilis—a fall twenty-five 
‘miles, as Bibo telle me and as I be- 
lieve: The Acoma boys, who wo the 
race, made it in two hours and thirty- 
one minutes—which would be

I gathered a good many interesting 
trophies at Acoma—moccasins made by 
young Kanweya, necklace ornaments 
of native yet, some precious arrowhepds 
of smoky topaz, opaline and red mose- 
agate, aud much besides.

He was to pilot us to some old ruins on 
the way to Cubero. We shook hands 
all around—every Acoman had been 
most cordial—made some little presents 
to the Governor, Woostene, Chino and 
the girls; and with Vittorino in the 
lead, poked perilously down tke wind- 
ing, rocky trail, and galloped off down 
the valley toward the north. .

mention OF A SOLDIERS’ HOSPITAL. 


The Sick and Dying The Mail Bag—a 
Wife's Letter to Her Soldier 
Husband, 


At Charleston, Weet Virginia, of 
ghich I told you something last week, 
qes the Post Hospita! for our army in 
that part of the State. 1 used often to 
visit it to carry flowers to our sick and 
qounded soldiers, or to have a few 
minutes talk with them. I was always 


accompanied by one of the surgeons 
and a Union lady whose home was in 
the city, and at whose house I was 
staying. I remember one sad visit 
that we made when the surgeon took 
us into the fever ward. Jt was a large 
and cheerful rocm extending the whole 
width of the building, with windows 
at either end, into which cither the 
morning or the afternoon sunshine was 
always looking on clear, bright days. 
‘There must have been thirty or forty 
ents in the room, and on each one was 
a sick soldier. That afternoon we 
went in very softly, and we spoke 
hardly above a whisper, for on five of 
those cots were dying soldiers. They 
were worn and wasted mt fever and 
lay hardly more than breathing skele- 
tons upon their beds. [ remember 
sally one young boy among them 
who couid not have beeu more than 
sixteen or seventeen. His handsome 
face was flushed with fever, his large 
biue eves were unnaturally bright, and 
he looked up at us so languidly as we 
passed along, as if we brought with us 
the memory of home, of the mother 
and the young sisters who loved him, 
but whom he would never see again. 
I stopped aod gave him sume of my 
sweetest flowers, a cluster of fragrant 
roses, and he looked up with the glad- 
est smile to thank me, then, after 
ainelling of them, he held them out to 
the soldier in the cot beside him and 
said: “See, she—has brought me— 
some—beautiful—flowers.”” Poor boy, 
with the flowers upon his pillow, and 
with his mother and sisters far away, 
he died for the old flag and for free- 
dom 


In another ward I met au old Hun- 
— soldier who had heen in many 

ttles. He was gray-headed and 
wrinkled, but brave and fearless, al- 
ways ready, before he was wounded, 
for long marches and a lively brush 
with the enemy. He was very impa- 
tient for his wound to heal so that he 
could be on duty ip tne field again. 

I saw there a poor wounded soldier 
who had lost both of his legs. He was

ladia’s Teonoclast.—A curious de- 
stroyer of human works in India, ac- 
cording to Dr, R. F. Hutchinson, 1s the 
peepal tree. This is a kind of fig, 
which multiples beyond the power uf 
man to destroy, its little seeds being 
sown broadcast over the land in the 
droppings of the birds and bats which 
feast on its fruit. The peepal rises 
everywhere, and. its effect is the disin- 
tegration of rocks and buildings, the 
danger being so great that the keepers 
of large structures are constantly on 
the watch during fig—time for bird. 
droppings. As an illustration of what 
the tree may do and of its wonderful 
vitality, it is stated that on the sum.- 
mit of the northern minaret of the 
we mosque of Barcilly, 150 feet 
‘igh, peepal flourishes grandly be. 
and its ever-active roots

Durability of Woods.—Recent tests 
with small squares of wood buried one 
inch in the ground have given these 
results: Birch and aspen decayed in 
three years; willow and horse-chest- 
nut, in four years; maple and red 
beech, in five years; elm, ash, born- 
beam aud Lombardy poplar, in seven 
years; oak, Scotch fir and Weymouth 
pine decayed to the depth of half an 
iach in seven years; and larch, juni- 
per and arbor vitw were uninjured at 
the end of seven years. 


The pains taking researches of Prof, 
8. P. Langley, have caused him to re- 
ject Lord Kosse’s assumption that the 
temperature of the moon’s surface 
rises to 200 or 300 degrees Fahrenheit 
during the lunar day, and falls about 
as far below zero in the luvar night. 
Prof. L. fluds that the temperature 
can never rise above a pomt where 
everything, perhaps even the gases, is 
frozen aolid, 

Measurements by Capt. Noble have 
shown that explosion is transmitted 
through trains of dynamite at the rate 
of 20,000 to 24,000 feet per second. 

Velpherage-—The telpherage system 
of Ayrton and Perry, the English elec- 
tricians, has for its object the convey- 
ance of any kind of goods divisble into 
parcels of two hundred weight at a 
speed of four or five miles an hour. 
The motive power is electrielty, which 
drives the carrying buckets along a 
cable suspended on posts. A telpher 
line has just been establis at 
Glynde, in Sussex, and the system has 
proven a success from a scientific point 
of view, the commercial value of such 
a means of carrying light freight re- 
maining to be determined. 

A Study of Cancer.—A committee of 
eminent physicians has been appointed 
by the International Medical Congress, 
which lately met in Copenhegen, to 
inquire into the causes of cancer, and 
to investigate particularly the sup- 
posed association brtween the disease 
and the use of certain foods, the influ- 
ence of worry and a depressed state of 
the health in producing the malady, 
and the extent to which it is hered- 
itary. A report is to be made at the 
Washington meetiog of the Congress 
in 1877.) 

The espatto grass of Spain has been 
extensively*exported to England for 
paper-making. It has now been suc- 
cessfully introduced into South Aus- 
tralia, where it 18, expected to become 
a profitable product. 

Few countries are as greatly iater- 
ested in science as Norway. At Ber- 
gen, an association for the advance- 
ment of sciente has just been catab. 
lished, with a membership of one 
hundred persous. 

A list of the plants of Japan has 
been published at Tokio in three lan- 
guages —Japanese, Chinese and Latin. 
More than 2400 plants are enumerated. 

The Staf of Life—No date can be 
assigned to the first bread, specimens 
having been found among the remains 
of the mysterious people who lived on 
the Swiss lakes before the dawn ot 
histary. The bread of the lake-dwel- 
lers was made trom wheat, bariey, and 
even poppy seeds, and was baked be- 
tween red-hot stones. By Chinese 
writers Ching Noung is reputed to 
have been the first who taught men— 
about 2000 B. C.—the art of hus- 
bandry, and the method of making 
bread from wheat, and wine from rice. 
The baking of bread was known in 
patriarchal ages-—-see Exodus x11, 15— 
and became a profession at Rome in 
B.C. Barley bread wes used in 
Evgiand in the time of James I. Po- 
tato bread is now eaten in Lreland, and 
powdered codfish is made intu bread 
in Iceland. 

A Map of Lost Atlantis.—From Cen- 
tral America Mr. Meyer, a djstin- 
guished. archeologist, reports re- 
Some forty feet 
beneath the surface of an ancient cem- 
etery, on the Island of Zapatera, he 
came u a figured rock and two 
stone tablets. The former seemed to 
be a record of ancient astronomical 
observations; while one of the tabicte 
bore a representation of the world, in- 
cluding a continent which is supposed 
to be the lost Atlantis of ceriain old 
authors. Inscriptions—partly Pheeni- 
cian—were cut oa the other tablet. 

Land and Sea.—The continents, ac- 
cording to Mr. John Murray, of the 
great Challenger expedition, have an 
average height of about 900 feet above 
sea-level, and occupy five-sixteenths of 
the earth's surface. The sea’s “abys- 
mal regions” occupy about half of the 
earth's surface, and have an average 
depth of three miles. In the Pacific 
the greatest depths ere to the south 
and east of Japan, where there are 
abysses of over five miles; and in the 
Atiantic the greatest depression of a 
little over four miles is to the north of 
the Virgin Islands. The great ocean 
basins—once so dark and mysterious— 
have been rapidly becoming familiar 
to man during the last twenty years.

JOHN HIPPLE MITCHELL. 

John Hipple Mitchell, who was 
elected United States Senator from 
Oregon, on Nov. 18th, 1885, was born 
in Washington county, Pa., June 22d, 
1835, and after studying law, practised 
his profession for a time at Franklin, 
Butler county, of thet State. He re 
moved to San Francisco, and in 1960 
went from there >to Portland, Oregon. 
In 1861 be was elected corporation 
attorney, and in 1862 was chosen State 
Senstor, serving until 1866. During 
the latter year he was a candidate for 
the United States Senate, but was de- 
feated by one vote. In 1873, however, 
he was more successful, and 
the United States Stnator for a full 
term, which expired in 1879. He was 
a candidate for re-election, but was 
defeated by one vote in the Repubii- 
can caucus, The Democrats s ed 
in electing James H. Slater. In 1882 
Mitchell, made another unsuccessful 
effort to get back to the Senate, but 
although he was the choice of the Ie- 
publican caucus, Joseph N. aie 
carried off the prize. term of Mr. 
Slater expired on the 4th of March, 
1885, and an attempt was made to 
elect his successor in the Legislature 
which began January Ist, 1885. The 
Republicans had a majority of 14, but 
they could not agree upon a candidate, 
and the result was that no one was 
chosen. A special session of the Leg- 
islature was called by Governor Moody. 
The first ballot gave Mitchell 24 votes, 
on the third ballot the Demoorats 
came over to him, thus giving him the 
number of votes necessary to elect. 
After Mr. Mitchell's first election to 
the Senate, an early scandal connected 
with his in Pennsylvania 
was unearthed and came before the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections for investigation, but it was 
decided that there was nothiog in the 
matter requiring the Senate's action. 
Daring the investigation Mr. Mitchell 
admitted that his name onginally was 
John Mitchell Hipple and that he left 
Pennsylvania in the hope that he 
would be separated from the memory 
of a past domestic trouble.

get any true idea of these islands it is 
necessary to bear in mind tao facts 
First, they are exclusively volcanic im 
their origin, snd the process of forma- 
tion may be seen in all stages, from 
the oldest island, Kauai, to the newest 
and unfinished one, Hawaii. Then 
the veretation is determined by the 
trade winds, which blow from the 
northeast all the year, exeept about 
three months, from December to 
March. The mountain chains to be 
found on nearly all the islands catch 
the clonds from the norileast and pre- 
cipitate the vapor in incessant rains on 
the windward side of each of the 
islands, while on the lee side there 
may be a very trifling rainfall, and in 
, some places practically none. If you 

will look at the map of Hawaii you 
will see an irregular triangle, on the 
east side of which is Hilo. At this 
point two small rivers flow into thé 
sea. From Hilo to the northwest 
there are generally hundreds of 
streams of all sizes, tumbling over the 
magnificent precipices into the sea, 
until you get within ten miles of the 
int that bounds the channel between 
awaii and Maui, and from that place 
all round Hawaii back to Hilo, not a 
single river or even a brooklet runs 
to the sea. This strange state of 
things is due to the position of Hilo 
where it gets the heavy fall of rain, 
whereas, on the south and west sides 
it is quite dry at the coast line, though 
considerable rain falls on the slopes of 
the three great mountains which make 
> this island, viz: Mauna Kea, 
auna Loa, and Hwalalai. The two 
former are each nearly 14,000 feet 
high, and are extremely beautiful ata 
distance. They are the chief moun- 
tains of the Pacific. Hilo has a rain- 
fall of about 17 feet in a year, and the 
standard story of their rain gauge is 
that the heads were Knocked out of a 
cask when it was found that the water 
ran in at the buog hole faster than it 
could run out at both ends. I wanted 
to move our Shantung cistera there for 
a few minutes, but was gl.d I did not, 
for during the week of my stay there 
Was no rain at all worth an umbreila. 
Before reaching Hilo I had an inter-| 
esting visit, all too short, at Kohala, 
district of Hawaii. 
Here I saw Father Bond, one of 
the most vigorous and sensible mau | 
have met, who wold me many droll! 
stories of the former days. He has 
a deaf and dumb daugiter, who 
contrived to get wind of who I

two accomplished lady teachers, that 
is to be reen on the isiands. A littig 
struggling foreign church had re- 
cently lost its pastor, and Mr. D. had 
undertaken, in addition to ali his other 
' work, to write a sermon each weck, so 
as to hold the fort until a man can be 
‘ got from the United States, of which 
there is now good promise. These 
little foreign churches are few in 
_ pamber, but of great importance. The 
great plantations of sugar cane oc- 
cupy so much space that some persons 
have miles to go tua meeticg, and only 
in a few places are there any services. 
Another reali missionary is Nev. W. B. 
Cleson, who has charge of the school 
for boys in Hilo, that Father Lyman, 
who died last year, started more than 
fifty years ago. ‘This isi the care of 
trustees, but the government makes | 
‘grantsinaid. Mr. C. is an Oberlin 
man and has 8 fine instinct for such 
work. There are about 30 pupils, 
who are looked after as few children 
‘of Hawaiian parents are looked after, 
and who are the most promising young 
‘men in the kingdom. There is a for- 
eign church at Hilo, of which Rev. E. 
_P. Baker is pastor, and Roman Catho- 
‘lic and Protestant churches, each of

reef, In 1877 there was a tremendous 
_ tidal wave bere at Hilo, which came at 
5 «. and rose on the beac 
to the hgight of seven or eight 
feet, as is seen by a xine plate 
let into a cocoanut tree for a mark. 
The wave struck the harbor at exactly 
the angle to do the most harm, and 
before the astonished natives could 
rush from their houses they were 
swamped. Only seven or eight lives 
were lost, as the Hawaiians are real 
dacks, but the dam was immense: 
houses torn down and carried out to 
sea, huge cocoanut trees uprooted, and 
a strong bridge twisted into a snarl of 
fron rods like a skein of thread. A 
gative charch*was carried out of its 
but went with great dignity 
tolling its bell as it went, and was not 
hurt, while other buildings were in 
fifins. The water rose ead fell at 
brief intervals for twenty-four hours. 
It afterward appeared that there had 
beca an earthquake in Peru the even- 
ing before, so chis wave must have 
traveléd about 450 miles an hour. 

The whole island of Hawaii is made 
up of lava flows of successive periods, 
the two iast in 1868 and 1831. The 
former was accompsnied by tremen- 
dous earthquakes, 2000 separate shocks 
of which were feit in one week! The 
worst of these was so violent as to 
throw down every stone building and 
wall on the island, as well as all the 
plaster, etc., and no man could stand 
for @ moment on his feet. It was ac- 
- companied by a tremendous land-slide 
on the south side of the island, by 
which a large tract of country was 
thrown three miles in as many mio- 
utes. The lava flowocf 1856 threat- 
ened Hilo, but stopped a mile away, 
while the one of 15%1, after forty-five 
mules of meandering over tie slopes of 
Mauna Loa, at last decided to go to 
Hilo too, and was in steady flow from 
early in December until late in Av- 
gust, all the time coming nearer and 
nearer. One of the plantations was 
likely to be overwhelmed, and a stone 
wall was built to tarn the flood, but 
the lava simply ran on over the wall 
in the same direction. At last it 
ceased just at the foot of a second 
“wall a mile fromthe town. It still 
‘ Jooks as fresh as if it ran yesterday, 
aod I traced it up about five miles to 
sce some famous caves, which have 
been discovered in it by the childrex 
of my host, Gov. Lyman. These caves 
ere really the viaduct of the hot lava 
after the crust has begun to cool, and 
ie not moved. Underoeath, however, 
is the living flood, and when it ceases 
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and occasionally a hole is opened to 
the light, and so the cave is found. In 
some places the cave is twenty feet 
wide and ten feet high, while in others 
it hardly allows room to crawl throu

These 
lava flows vary from afew rods to 
several miles in width, and by their 
wreat icngth, their thickness (often 
twenty or thirty fect) and the irresist- 
ible power of their motion, a vivid 
idea is presented of what the forces 
must be that are behind them. Mauna 
Loa resembles an inverted bread bow], 
is 14,000 feet high, and at least 200 
miles in circumference at the base, 
and the whole of this tremendous fab- 
ric, like the remainder of the islands, 
has once been red-hot lava, pouring in 
a destructive torrent down its flanks. 
It has been remarked that the fire 
spirits are like idle boys, and find it 
more amusing to throw stones in every 
direction than to build up their own 
house; for the amount of material 
which Mauna Loa is ceaselessly 
‘ufacturing would, if properly applied, 
soon reach up to heaven, and build 
the grandest cone in creation. The 
flow of 1868 on the west side burst 
out on the flank of the mountein, and 
ceme down’like a wild millrace, bury- 
ing under its flood hundreds of thou- 
sands of atres of good ranch land, 
overwhelming flocks and villages, and 
only a temporary puff of smoke showed 
where they had been. 

The great volcano of Kilnea is ona 
flank of Mauna Loa, 4000 feet above 
the sea, but the ascent isso gradual 
that no one would suppose it to be so 
It can be reached from the 
south side with no great fatigue, by 
only cleven miles of horseback ride, 
but this isa very tame and uninter- 
esting route compared with that by 
Hilo.

There is no mountain, po cone, only 8 
vast hole, 600 feet deep and nine miles 
around. A few years ago it was 1000 
feet deep, but every fresh flow helps 
to fill it up. The whole bottom of 
this huge crater is one sea of 

lava, the product of countless flows in 
the past, one of which took 
a few days before our visit. There

resplendent. It was boiling im the 
middle like a huge cauldron, and the 
heat which, ia a pot on the stove, would 
raake mere bubbles, here threw up the 
liquid fire in fountains resembling 
waves of the sea, often to the height 
of twenty or even thirty feet. The 
wind being faverable, we weat down 
to the very edge of this great pot, 
where we could see the boiling liquid 
close at hand. A wave is thrown up 
and fails back into the lake with a 
svund much louder than the roar of the 
surf on a coral reef, as the fire is so 
much heavier than water. One wave 
rises, falls, and disappears, and an- 
other comes up elsewhere, then two, 
then three, then none 18 to be seen, 
then six, eight, twelve at once, all 
dancing and waltzing about joyously, 
aimlessly, eternally, with intermittent 
sequence. There are often pictures, 
representiog the fountains as playing 
like geysers, to a vast height, but 
these ure only seen in times of great 
eruptions, and though the dppearance 
is never twice alike, it is generally in 
this place like what I have mentioned. 
We sat here for hours waiting for 
night. As the quide compendiously 
remarked, “Bime-by night; he all 
dark; he pooty!” And sure enough, 
when it did get a little dark, the beau- 
ties of the scene began to come out. 
A splendid blending of colors, grey, 
blue, — azure, with the bright 
rosy light from the reflection of the 
fire on the vaporous clouds above, 

formed a picture which one would 

have never believed it possible to put 
op canvass, if we had not seen it in a 
couple of pictures, one crayon and 
one In oil, by Tavernier, of San Fran- 

cisco, exhibited at the Hawaiian 
Hotel, a short time ago. They were 
marvels of art, and one of them, 

done in two days, brought a thousand 

dollars, and was worth it.

The lava or Kiluea is far more 

vitreous (Prof. Hitchcock says), than 

any other in the world, and when it is 

thrown high into the air, the wind 


very fine spun glass, which birds 


now and then we saw a sign of 
disturbance in some part of the iake; 
a gush of red lava came out, and then 
a crack opened, along the whole course 


its force, and the outer crust began to 
take on the beautiful silver gray which 
indicates the first cooling on the sur- 
face: This gradually turned a shade 
darker, and then the fountains began 


But about 7 o'clock we noticed a wider 
seam than usual on one side, which 
seemed to spread rapidly, and before 
we could realize what was coming 
there was a line of fire and lava surf 
extending entirely across the lake, and 
taking in every part of it. It came 
on slower than the sea surf, but more 
majestically, directly towards the 
bank where we stood. The guide was 
on a lower edge trying to get ¢ coin 
into a dab of hot lava, so as to make 
us one of the standard specimens, and 
did not notice the change in the lake 
uotil the fire was close on him, when 
he leaped up on the higher ledge, 
where we were, in a mechanical way, 
just in time to escape the hot blast of 
the coming wave. The apparently 
solid lava on which the guide had ad- 
venturously walked out, or rather ruo 
out, a short distance not long before, 
to show how strong it was, broke up 
in an instant like rotten ice when the 
tide rises, and in another instant dis- 
appeared beneath the molten surface. 
For a minute the whole lake was 
aglow, and then it began to covl 
again, and the dancing fountains 
started up in the center as before. 
“Ha,” said the guide, “you lucky. All 
this year I not see that before. I see 
him twotimes last year.” It was hard 
to tear ourselves away from such a 
lace, for each minute promised to 
show some new marvel, but never quite 
came up to what was hoped for. The 
true way would be to spend a night 
there, and let one man watch for the 
indications of unusual sights, and so 
it is certain that one would be re- 
warded. But the hotel managers are 
not enterprising, avd it cannot well be 
done. When we wended our way 
cautiously back, the other lake showed 
no signs of life. After we had passed 
it half a mule, it flashed up with a 
glory that illuminated the heavens, 
t before we could have returned to 
climb the ledge and see what was 
going on there it was dead again. And 
80 it goes on, day and night, forever. 
To think of what sights have been un- 
seen there because no one could fore- 
see the critical times! All night we 
could see from our bedroom windows 
the flery glow of :he hght on the 
clouds above, and when it was 
brightest we knew that Halemaumaa 
was boiling furiously again. There 
is a smaller crater not far away called 
Kiluea-iki, or Kiluea the Lattls, which 
was filled with trees not long ago. 
when a subterranean flow , an 
burst through the side and over- 
laid the forest with a winding sheet 
of hideous gray lava. The flows 
from Mauna Loa do the most damage 
because the source is so high and there 
is no telling where they will start or 
whers they will stop. They often 
seem to get their direction from the 
channel of some old flow like the 
caves which I desembed, and 
when that is full to bursting, 
there is an explosim of gases, a 
tremendous earthquake, and a new 
flow. Lava will run in any direction 
with equal indifference, as for instance

THE ARRANGEMENT THAT BEGINS TO DAY 


An Event of Uimost Importance to Los An 
geles ~ Quick Through Time — Close 
Connection with the San Diego 
Branch--The First Train 


The five train which inaugurates the 
new through line from Los Angeles to St. 
Louis aud the East, came iu yesterday, 
and will start at7 o'clock this morning 
on the first trip. Quietiy as this move 
has been effected, tho history of Los An- 
geles has known few achievements so 
fraught with importance to the city. 
What with the modest reticence of the 
railroad magnates, and the complacent 
Sellere-ism of our sister city of Bayneli- 
mate, some began to fecl that Los An- 
geles was really to be side-tracked, while 
San Diego would become at once the me- 
trupolis of the Southern Coast.
